The  land  of  We 8  morel  an  1  Count  y  had  been  purchased  by 
the  Penn  family  from  the  Iroquois  Indians  of  six  nations. 

The  treaty  was  signed  at  Port  Stanvix*  New  York  In  November 

of  1768. 

This  new  land  was  then  opened  for  settlement  by  Anrll 

of  1769. 

This  large  territory  was  Included  in  the  County  of  Bed 
ford*  but  as  the  settlements  were  growing  bo  fast  west 
mountains  during  1772 *  a  new  county  was  needed 

At  first  Westmoreland  County  included  also  the  c  .... 
of  Payette*  Green*  and  Washington.  Inoluded  also  were  poets 
south  of  the  Ohio  River  In  Allegheny  and  Beaver  Coun 
There  was  also  nearly  2/3  s  of  Indiana  County  and  1/3  f  an- 
strong  County.,  Pennsylvania. 

Peter  Barrackman  was  well  aware  of  the  rich  land  aic 
Moaongahelia  and  Yougheogheny  Rivers,  and  lost  no  time  in  * 
ing  title  to  the  new  and  fertile  land  as  shown  by  he  eai  > 
ffeed  in  1771. 

Peter  Barrackman*  his  brother  Jacob*  and  other  reia->«< 
Barrackmans  seemed  to  have  a&tled  in  a  region  that  was  main.  y 
worked  by  Soots *  Later  they  locate  on  the  Yougheogheny  River 
nearby  Turtle  and  Brush  Creeks.  There  are  many  German 
rants  along  the  two  above-mentioned  creeks 0  These  Germans 
are  mostly  from  the  Rhine  Palatinate* 

Both  In  the  Palatinate  and  in  Fredrick  County*  Maryland 
the  Barrackmans  seemed  to  be  of  the  Lutheran  or  Reformed  fai  tx 
In  Pennsylvania  they  became  Frasbyterians,  As  the  Barra c  Aunai  ? 
moved  westward  and  mad©  permanent  settlements  they  stayed 
aB  Presbyterians. 

Peter  Barrackman  was  a  trader  and  ferry  boat  operator-

there  was  known  as  "Barrackman ' s  Station"'* 

Ro s trover  Township  of  Westmoreland  County*  Psnnsyl vans  a 
was  one  of  the  original  townships— erected  April  6th*  1773. 

The  first  boundary  was  at  the  mouth  of  Jacob  s  Creek*  It  ran 
down  to  the  Yougheogheny  River  to  where  It  Joins  the  Mononge - 
helta  River  to  the  mouth  of  Red slave  Creek.  Then  It  headed 
back  to  Jacob's  Creek* 

Today  R& st® over  Township  is  bounded  on  the  northwest 
Elizabeth  Township  In  Allegheny  County*  on  the  south  by  Wash¬ 
ington  Township^  layette  County*  on  the  east  by  the  Yougheo- 
gheny  River,  and  on  the  test  by  the  Monongahelia  River.

The  sons  of  Peter—  Christian  and  John—  had  fallen  In  love 
with  the  easy  way  of  living  In  Vincennes,  Indiana— the  fertile 
ground,  the  fresh  springs  of  water ,  and  the  abundant  forests. 

The  newest  Barractanan  baby  was  bora  in  early  1785*  It 
was  John  Baxfcmn.  With  their  new  baby  Peter  and  Elizabeth 
Anthls  Barraokman  started  the  trek  northwest  to  Post  Vincennes. 

Accompanying  them  were  daughters  Rebecca,  and  Susanna?  sons 
Christian,  Abraham,  and  Henry. 

Son  Jacob  Barraokman  had  married  Jane  Swan  and  lived  in 
Kentucky.  Son  Hlohael  and  wife  Elisabeth  Sarah  Barraokman  lived 
in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania.  Hlohael  was  to  Journey  shortly 
to  Poet  Vincennes,  and  then  return  to  Pennsylvania,  Son  Peter 
Barman,  Jr,  also  made  a  short  trip  from  Baltimore,  Maryland  to 
Vtnoannee,  but  returned  to  his  home  in  Baltimore,  Son  Andrew 
Barraokman,  who  lived  in  Ohio,  asked  his  son,  John  Barraokman, 
to  look  at  land  in  Vincennes.  This  is  where  John'  s  son,  Isaac 
Barraokman,  is  bora.  This  group  then  returns  to  Ohio, 

Seotlon  two  of  this  book  will  deal  only  with  Fetor  and  SLlza* 
bath  Anthls  Barraokman  and  three  sons  who  grow  to  manhood  in  this 
new  oountry  whloh  is  still  beset  by  Indians,  hardships,  end  hunger. 

Many  of  the  other  early  families  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania  were  to  Join  them.  This  area  was  to  become  rich  in 
the  deeds  that  were  to  make  history.

In  the  fall  of  1812  John  Barriekman  ( Barrackman )  enlisted 
in  the  Pittsburgh  Blues  under  the  command  of  Captain  Orr,  John 
servad  his  six  months  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  Port 
Meigs  upon  completion  of  duty  in  April  of  1813<>  His  service 
record  is  recorded  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  6th  Series , 
Volumes  4,  7e  and  8,  H©  was  the  captain  of  a  rifle  company, 
John  was  honored  by  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  Simon  Snyder,

Robert  E.  Barrlckman  was  5  feet  8  and  £  inches  tall.  He  had 
light  hat  and  a  light  complexion*  He  had  grey  eyes*  Robert  was 
severely  injured  and  applied  for  a  pension  in  Smith  County*  Kansas. 
This  was  in  1877a  He  had  sore  eyes  which  partially  disabled  him. 
One  eye  oould  not  remain  open  for  any  length  of  time.  He  spent 
some  time  in  the  Washington  General  Hospital  at  Memphis ,  Tennessee. 
Robert  Barrlokman  was  a  farmer*  The  partial  loss  of  eye-sight 
hindered  him  In  his  occupation. 

Robert  E„  Barrlckman  died  on  November  22nd,  1921  in  Benson 
County,  Corvallis,  Oregon. 

In  further  research  nothing  was  ever  uncovered  at  Smith 
County,  Kansas.  It  is  net  known  why  Robert  B„  Barrlckman  went 
as  far  as  Oregon— unless  he  went  to  work  for  a  relative.  We 
find  no  record  of  his  ever  owning  any  land  in  the  state  of  Oregon* 

The  name  "Barrlckman"  is  often  spelled  Barkm&n. 

In  Benton  County,  Corvallis,  Oregon  we  find  three  deeds

One  deed  is  a  quit  claim  from  Curtis  Young  to  Charles  Barkmam 
dated  June  26th,  1915 o  A  little  over  one  acre  of  land  In  return 
for  just  $t*00o  The  deed  states  that  Curtis  Young  is  unmarried. 

£s  3*  Adams  for  $25t00  gives  to  Annie  Barkman  and  Charles 
Barkman-«husband  and  wife— 2  lots  No.  5  and  No.  7 » Job's  addition 
to  the  city  of  Corvallis,  Beaton  County,  Oregon}  July  22nd,  1909. 

Charles  Barkman  leased  from  Peter  Beager  a  plot  of  ground— 
wherein  he  must  erect  at  his  own  expense  a  stable  large  enough  to 
hold  hay  and  feed  for  one  cow.  The  date  was  July  31st,  1909 o 

There  are  no  further  deeds  for  Barkman-Barrlckman  after  1915 
Bo  wills  of  any  kind..  Ho  evidence  that  any  of  this  family  remains 
in  this  area. 

The  second  son  of  John  Barrlckman  Jr.  (son  of  Captain  John 
Barrlokman)  and  his  wife  Nancy  Battey  Barrlckman,  born  In  LaGro 
Township  in  Wabash  County,  Indiana,  was  John  Claudius  Barrlokman » 
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John  Claudius  was  bora  in  1845c  He  was  married  in  Mahaska 
County,  Iowa  to  Mary  E,  Jefferies  on  January  1st,  1872 0  It 
seems  fairly  obvious  that  Nancy  Barrlckman  must  have  moved  to 
Mahaska  County,  Iowa  after  the  death  of  her  husband— John 
Barrlckman  Jr*  Much  close  contact  was  then  kept  with  the 
William  He  Barrlckman  family <*

Michael  Barrickman  Sr.  (son  of  Peter  Barrackman  of  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania)  and  Michael “s  wife,  Sarah,  had  a  son— 
Michael  Jr.  Michael  Jrn  was  horn  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  around  1806,  Michael  Jr*  Married  Christina  ?  who  was  born 
in  Pennsylvania  in  1810,  Michael  Jr.  and  his  wife,  Christina, 
with  their  older  sons  moved  into  Adams  County,  Ohio  early  in  1835 . 

By  trade  Michael  Barrickman  Jr,  was  a  turn  piker.  Following 
is  a  list  of  his  children:  James,  William  H. ,  Harriet,  Mary  F. , 
Robert  So ,  Thomas  M» ,  and  Nancy  R,  J.  Living  with  them  in 
Franklin  Township,  Adam3  County,  Ohio  was  John  C,  McAloy,  age  of 
35»  (year  of  i860).  He  was  also  a  turn  piker  and  was  born  in 
Ireland. 

William  Ho  Barrickman,  the  son  of  Michael  Barrrickman  Jr0, 
and  his  wife,  Christina,  was  born  in  the  year  of  1833*  He  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania  and  when  he  was  two  years  old  the  family 
moved  to  Ohio. 

William  Ho  Barrackman  was  married  to  Hester  Ann  Smalley  in 
Adams  County,  Ohio  on  November  13th,  1864,  They  were  married  by 
Revo  James  Arbuthnot.  They  then  lived  in  Oliver  Township  in 
Adams  County. 

Hester  Ann  Smalley  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1839.  •  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Jesse  Smalley. 

Five  children  were  born  to  William  H„  and  Hester  Barrackman. 
They  were  Harriet  J0,  Thomas  Jo,  Jesse  U0,  Rachael  0.,  and 
William  R„  Barrackman. 

William  Ho  Barrackman  answered  the  call  to  arms  and  enlisted 
in  Co.  I,  Regto  182  of  the  Ohio  7ol.  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col. 
Lewis  Butler.  William  enlisted  in  1862  in  the  Union  Army  in  the 
Civil  War0  He  contracted  camp  fever  and  was  sent  home.  He  died 
An  the  ?th  day  of  September  in  1865.  He  was  buried  in  the  Bap* 
tist  Cemetery  at  Wheatridge,  Ohio. 

Hester  Ann  Barrackman  was  left  with  five  small  children  to 
raise.  She  returned  to  her  father's  home  and  there  applied  for 
pension  from  the  United  States  Government .  Hester  Ann  Barrack¬ 
man  obtained  pension  certificate  No.  92,549  under  the  acts  of 
July  14th*  1862  and  Jjtly  25th ,  1866.  It  was  dated  on  April  7th p 
1867  and  recorded  in  the  pension  office  in  Book  B,  ?ol.  4§  on 
page  22. 

Hester  Ann  Smalley  Barrackman  died  at  Adams  County,  Ohio 
on  the  2nd  day  of  April  1872  and  was  burled  at  Wheatrldge,  Ohio. 
The  five  children  of  Hester  and  William  are  now  to  be  raised 
entirely  by  their  Smalley  grandparents . 

Jesse  Smalley  then  asks  that  the  pension  of  William  H, 
Barrackman  be  paid  to  him  for  the  sole  purpose  of  use  to  raid® 
the  children  of  his  daughter  and  son-in-law.  Jesse  Smalley 
lived  in  Dunkinsville,  Adams  County,  Ohio. 
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Before  Hester  Barr  ac  km  an  s  death  she  bought  some  land  in 
Adams  County,  Ohio  as  follows:

the  same  place  the  receipt  whereof  is  here  by  ack¬ 
nowledged  do  hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey 
to  the  said  Hester  A,  Barackman  her  heirs  and  assigns 
forever  the  following  real  estate situated  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Adam3  and  State  of  Ohio  lying  and  being  on  the 
waters  of  Bhlo  Brush  Creek  bounded  and  described  as 
follows  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  stone  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Dunkins ville  road  and  Winchester  road  thence 
south  thirty  four  poles  to  a  stone  south-east  corner 
to  David  Clark  s  land  and  In  the  line  of  Joslal 
Neulls  land  thence  with  said  line  south  eighty  eight 
and  a  half  degrees  east  fourteen  poles  to  a  stone  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Newport  road  and  Treber  road 
thence  north  one  and  a  half  deg0  vest  twenty-eight 
and  two-thirds  poles  to  a  stone  at  the  corner  of  the 
carpenter  shop  thence  north  sixty-eight  west  fifteen 
and  two-thirds  poles  to  the  beginning  containing 
three  acres  of  land  more  or  less,  being  part  of

forever  and  the  said  Newkirk  Hull  and  Miniam  Hull, 
his  wife,  for  themselves  and  for  their  heirs,  exec¬ 
utors,  and  administrators  do  hereby  covenant  with 
the  said  Hester  A<>  Barackman,  her  heirs,  and  assigns 
that  they  are  the  true  and  lawful  owners  of  the  said 
premises  and  have  full  power  to  convey  the  same  and 
that  the  title  so  conveyed  is  clear  free  and  unincum¬ 
bered  andfurther  that  they  will  warrant  and  defend 
the  same  against  all  claim  or  claims  of  all  persons 
whomsoever.

James  and  Elizabeth  Barrickman  had  thirteen  children  by 
i860.

2 »  and  37  The  Clarion  County” records  of 
wills,  foods,  mortgages,  and  judgements;  and  Bate*s  records— Mr. 
Merle  B.  Eberlin,  historian-genealogist  reported  that  there  were 
no  wills  in  Clarion  County  on  anyone  by  the  name  of  Barrickman,  in 
any  of  its  variations  in  spelling.

Further  search  in  the  1870  census  of  Armstrong  County  does  not 
reveal  any  Barrlckmans*  The  search  of  the  1870  census  of  Oil  City, 
Franklin,  Wards  1*  2,  and  3?  and  French  Creek  Township,  Venango 
County,  Pennsylvania  proved  equally  unfruitful  9  We  do  know  that 
this  family  lived  for  a  time  at  Oil  City,  Venango  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania*  No  wills  or  deeds  for  Barrickman  were  found  in  Venango 
County,  Pennsylvania* 

Where  the  Barrickman  family  went  for  a  period  of  time  after
